Missives from Niece to Clinton 
Millionaire Snell Reveal 
Story of Sensational 
Wooing. 


$1,000 PAID FOR A KISS. 


Gon Who Is Fighting to Break 


Will Is Cut Off with $50, 
While Woman Gets 
Fortune,

Clinton, IL, Jan. 8—[SpeciakL]—A worns 


bunch of love letters from Col. Thomas Snell, 
the eccentric millionaire who died here some 
months ago, to his grandniece, Mabel! Snell 
McNamara, are to decide the ultimate dispo- 
sition of the $2,000,000 Snell estate. 

All the letters now are in the hands of 
Judge W. G. Cochrane, and will be read to- 
morrow morning, when the taking of evi- 
dence in the famous will case is begun. 

The last of the twelve jurors who are to 
pass upon the case waa selected in Judge 
Cochrane’s court this afternoon, and not 
only Clintom but all central Illinois is wait- 
ing for the actual facts in what they term a 
“high scandal” concerning a family which 
for years has been one of the first in the 
state, 

Letters Tell of Love. 

Although the letters have been carefully 
guarded by the lawyers, neither side wish- 
ing their contents to become public until 
forced by the court to offer them as evi- 
dence, a giimpse at some of the most im- 
portant of them this afternoon revealed their 
nature, The letters contain the details of a 
bizarre love story—the love of a wealthy man 
who long had passed his allotted three score 
years and ten for his niece, who then was 
but 24 years old, 

That his affection was reciprocated is 
proved by the tenor of the replies of the lat- 
ter, now Mrs. McNamara. 

Col Snell, apparently, did not permit his 
show of affection to stop at mere words, if 
the evidence to be offered tomorrow morn- 
ing is to be taken as a criterion. There is 
a long list of checks and sums of money 
which he gave to her from time to time. 
The cash, it will be declared in court, 
amounted approximately to $50,000, while 
real estate valued at $25,000 was transferred 
to her. 

A trip to the sunny south which Col. Snell 
either took with Mrs. McNamara or intended 
to take with her was the subject of one let- 
ter which will play an important part in 
the case. 


Uncle’s Affection Returned. 
Mrs, McNamara used strong language to 
express her affection for her loving uncle, 
one of her letters reading: 

My own true love: Yes, we will take « lovely 
trip to the south. 0, I can’t wait until the time 
comes. I am so anxious to be in your arms again. 
I am feeling «a terrible pain now, dearest. 
Hew are you? Do you want to see me as badly 
as I do yout You know that I don’t want any- 
body to love me but you—you alone, 
We will take Walter along with us, but you 
know that he is nothing to me. I do not care 
a rep for him. I will let you see us together 
and you will be able to judge for yourself. 
YOUR OWN LITTLE BABY. 


“Sweetest Letter of All.” 
There is another letter, which Col. Snell 
apparently selected as being the best of the 


entire correspondence—at any rate he marked 


it so. “* Sweetest letter of them all ’* is the 


wording covering the envelope of the letter. .

If it was but tomorrow instead of such a long 
time that I must wait to feel the warmth of 
your cheek again, the pressure of your arms, 
the music of your voice.

There were many others of the same 
tone, At times the young woman permitted 
her love to set a pace she could not follow 
with her vocabulary. At such times she

As to the money which Col. Snell is declared 
to have given her, it is said that he seized 
upon most trivial incidents to hand her sums 
ranging from $100 to $1,000. At one time, it 
is said, she stepped in the mud, soiling a pet- 
ticoat, and Col. Snell noticed the mishep and 
directly called her attention to it.

Wrangle Over the Fate of Hugh 
Daly Lasts for Hours. 


RUMOR SAYS: “9 TO ACQUIT.” 


“Twelve” Ask Extra Instructions, and 
Matter Goes Over to Today. 


A deadlock has resulted among the jurors 
in tue case bréught by the Chicago Law and 
Order league againet Hugh Daly, 1 Twenty- 
sixth street, for keeping hie saloon open on 
Sunday. The twelve men wrestled for five 
hours last evening with the issues in the 
trial, but were unable to agree on a verdict. 

There was a vague but persistent rumor 
that the jury stood nine for acquittal and 
three for conviction, 

Twice the jurors held communication with 
Judge Heap. They sent him the first message 
at 8:45 p. m. It was not disclosed what this 
note or the judge’s answer contained. 
Then there was another period of debating 
in the jury room. Loud voices could be heard 
in the outside chambers, and it was said the 
leader in the uproar was Juror Maddox, the 
negro “ teetotaler,’’ whom Attorney Alfred 
Austrian, for the defense, had accepted as 
a juror, though he could have challenged 
him peremptorily. 

Jury Asks Judge a “Poser.”’ 

The strife continued for one hour and fif- 
teen minutes. Tnen the disputing jurors 
again appealed to the judge for “ light.” 
They sent him a note in which they asked 
him to state specifically whether the in- 
structions he gave to them as jurors were 
“the statute dr only his own opinion of the 
law.”’ 

This query seemed to put the court in a 
quandary. He called into consultation At- 
torneys Austrian and Swenie of the defense, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Northup, and the 
Law and Order league’s representative, At- 
torney Adolph Raphael. Judge Heap talked 
with these four in chambers for several min- 
utes. On emerging he announced from the 


‘bench he had decided to adjourn court for 


the night, and he ordered the bailiffs to take 
the jurors to the Morrison hotel. 
The judge refused to say on leaving court 
whether he would answer the jury's second 
message. 

Tells Jury Law Is in Force. 

It was just 5:10 o’clock in the afternoon 
when the judge submitted the case to the 
jury. His inetructions were strongly in 
favor of the contentions of the prosecution 
and decidedly unfavorable to the claim of the 
defendant’s lawyer that the state law against 
the Sunday saloon does not apply to Chicago. 
“ The court instructs the jury,”’ said Judge 
Heap, “that the state law prohibiting the 
operation of a tippling house or saloon on 
Sunday is not obsolete in Chicago, but, on the 
contrary, it ia in full force and effect here, ae 
well as elsewhere throughout Illinois, and 
that if the Chicago city ordinance attempted 
to empower a saloonkeeper to keep open for 
business on Sunday, that ordinance is void 
and constitutes no defense for a violation of 
the state law on that subject.” 

The clause in the instructions declaring 
that the “state Sunday closing law is not 
obsolete in Chicago” was not given by 
Judge Heap in the first Sunday saloon case 
heard by him—the second Chamales trial— 


which resulted in an acquittal, following a. 
previous mistrial before Judge Fake, This

Complete Jury Early in Day.

Austrian Lashes Witness. 

ln his ciosing address Attorney Austrian 
made a bitter attack upon Parenteau, who, 
he said, “ had treacherousiy invited the em- 
ployés of the saloon to drink, only to stab 
them in the back with a stiletto supplied by 
the organization of bigots known a# the 
Chicago Law and Order league.” 

During an exciting clash with Prosecutor 
Northup, who persisted in interrupting him, 
Austrian charged that Northup had been 
“epuilty of unfair and unprofessional con- 
duct.”’ 

In his closing address Mr. Northup said: 

‘This trial has passed beyond the stage 
where it is merely a question of Sunday clos- 
ing. It has become an issue whether jury- 
men will respect their oaths and whether the 
laws shall be respected, or whether an un- 
popular statute can be overriden by appeals 
to prejudice. The judges of our courts are 
not dummies—as the defense would have you 
belleve—and their views of the law ought to 
prevail.”’

Council of Archbishops and Bish- 
ops Decides on New District. 


WILL BE ROCKFORD DIOCESE. 


When Rome Approves Plan Choice of 
Suffragan Must Follow, 


A new Romin Catholic diocese was created 
in the state of Illinois yesterday. It was 
carved out of the archdiocese of Chicago, and 
will be known as the bishopric of Rockford. 
A new bishop will soon he provided for it. 
He will have his cathedral in Rockford, and 
his residence will also be in that town. 

The new diocese will comprise twelve coun- 
ties in the northwestern section of the state, 
and have at the etart a Catholic population 
of 100,000. 

It was at a meeting in Archbishop James E. 
Quigley’s residence, North State street and 
North avenue, that the new diocese was 
made, Those present at the meeting were 
Archbishop Quigley and the three suffragan 
bishops of the state. the Rt. Revs. J: L. Spald- 
ing, Peoria; James Ryan, Alton; and J. 
Janssen, Belleville. | 

The bishop of the new diocese will be a 
suffragan to the Chicago archdiocese, making 
four suffragan bishops in the state where 
now there are only three. 3 


Vote for New Diocese Unanimous. 

The archbishop presided over the meeting. 
After he had outlined his plans for the new 
a vote was taken and the decision 
to take the step was unanimous. A petition 
was then formulated to be sent to Rome at 
once. The petition sets forth the decision 
to create the new diocese and asks for rat!- 
fication of the plan. A ratification of this 
sort is never refused. 

The new diocese will comprise the counties 
of McHenry, Kane, Kendall, Boone, De Kalb, 
Lee, Whiteside, Carroll, Winnebago, Stephen- 
son, Jo Daviess, and Ogie. These twelve 
counties now form a portion of the Chicago 
archdiocese. 


Selection of New Bishop. 

The next important step in the setting up 
of the diocese will be the selection of ..ie 
names of candidates for bishop to be recom, 
mended to Pope Pius X. Two lists of names 
will be sent to Rome. One list will be se- 
lected by the priests of the archbishop’s 
council and the irremovable rectors resident 
within the limits of the proposed diocese. 
The second list will be made up at a meet- 
ing of the archbishop and the bishops of 
Peoria, Alton, and Belleville. 

The meeting of the bishops will be held after 
the meeting of the councilors and rectors. 
It is within the power of the bishops to select 
different names from those picked out vy 
the meeting of the priests, or they may rati- 
fy the selections of the latter. 

‘The creation of the new diocese will be 
no surprise to priests or people of Chicago, 


as it has been contemplated for a long time,” | 


said Archbishop Quigley last night.. “It is 
in accordance with the well settled policy of 
the church that new dioceses should be 
formed whenever the increase of the Catholic 
population warrants such @ move, and the 
new district or diocese is clearly able to be 
self-supporting from the start.’

Real Issue in 1896. 

The speaker declared that the issue in 1896 
was deeper than the money question. It was 
a struggle, he said, to determine whether the

claimed, “who when the name anarchist 
was hurled at me arose and said: ‘ We, too, 
are anarchists if he is an anarchist.’

Why He Indorsed Roosevelt 


“ Are you surprised that Iam happy? Who 
has more reason to rejoice than I have?

It was only justice to praise him when 
he took his place upon a democratic platform 
and to announce to him that he couldn't 
drive me off of the democratic platform by 
getting on ft.

* The protected interests demanded a high- 
er rate of duty than they themselves dared 
justify on the ground that they would make 
it higher than they needed and then lower 
it as a concession for trade agreements and 
they got it up and would not let it down. 
And then the trusts were organized one after 
another until every great industry had come 
under the reign of monopoly. 

‘*‘and these railway combinations have gone 
on until half a dozen men control the railroad 
situation of this country. Their accumula- 
tions have measured the lack of conscience 
that they have had when they dealt with their 
own stockholders. 


No Trust Magnate in Prison. 


‘‘The president has had control of the ex- 
ecutive department for six years and his 
party has been in control of the senate and 
the house, and not one single new law has 
been passed on the trust question, and he has 
not sought to enforce the law so as to put 
the first trust magnate in the penitentiary. 
Seventeen years the law has been on thestat- 
ute books and yet not one trust magnate has 
been sent behind prison bars. 

‘*No, my friends, they have not yet done 
what they ought to have done, and the man 
the president has picked out as his heir-ap- 
parent has spoken on the subject, and what 
is his suggestion? That you amend the anti- 
trust law of 1890 by using the word “ unrea- 
sonable ”’ in it, so that you will have.to prove 
that the restraint of trade is not only a re- 
straint but unreasonable restraint. Why 
don’t you change the law on rok ald and 
provide that a man shall not entera house 
and steal, or that he shall not do it in an ua- 
reasonable way?’ 

Mr. Bryan closed with a declaration that 
the republican’ party was the party of the 
aristocracy, and the democratic party the 
party of the people. The banquet ended at 
12:30 o'clock a. m.

The dinner was a notable one in the his- 
tory of the club, both for the men it brought 
together and also for @ speech delivered by 
Judge O’Brien, who trfed to explain why the 
party divided. He sounded the keynote of the 
campaign which {is to be waged to get a plat- 
form and candidate at Denver that will ap- 
peal to the sober sense of the nation. 

The greatest.appfause seemed to come 
when, in the course of his speech, Judge 
O’Brien declared the democratic party op- 
posed to paternalism, socialism, government 
ownership of railroads, “ ahd all other pop- 
ulistic. theories.”’

“Tam intensely interested,” said Mr. Cleve- 
land in his letter, “in every effort to revive 
genuine and effective democratic sentiment 
and to restore the democratic courage, con- 
sistency, and confidence, whose necessity to 
our party’s success and usefulness has been 
so often demonstrated in the past. 

“Tt is but natural that those who have 
followed all their lives the democratic 
standard should longingly desire. their 
party’s success, but *this success canhot be 
gained by either shouting our party name 
or attempting undemocratic experiments. 

“I am profoundly impressed by the con- 
viction that the situation now confronting 
the people of our land has directed their 
attention more totheir relief from conditions 
that alarm and startle them than to the 
empty satisfaction of: partisan supremacy. 

“Our country needs conservatism, re- 
cuperation from nervous prostration, rein- 
statement of constitutional observance, 
buoyant, but none the less safe and prudent, 
Americanism, scrupulous care of every per- 
son and every interest entitled to care, and a 
square deal that means exact and honest 
equality before the law and under constitu- 
tional guaranty. 

“ These things are still among the posses- 
sione of true democracy, and democratic 
patriotism, sincerity, and wisdom demand 
that our party in this time of need should 
unitedly offer them to our countrymen.”

STABBED AS HE STANDS AT BAR 


Celebrator of Greek Christmas at East 
Hammond Is Attacked—Special 
Policeman Assailed. 


Adrian Barker was stabbed fatally yes- 
terday during festivities incident to the cele- 
bration of the Greek church Christmas.

Just then an 
unknown man entered the place and at- 
tacked Barker, stabbing him twice in the 
lungs. Barker was taken to the Hammond 
hospital. His assailant escaped. 

Later in the evening a party of Syrians 
celebrating Christmas attacked Special Po- 
liceman John Wright, employed by the com- 
pany. Two of Wright’s ribs were broken 
and he was kicked ‘on the head. He was 
taken to the Hammond hospital in a serious 
condition. George H. Marich, a Hegewisch 
butcher, believed by the police to have been 
the ringleader, was arrested with seven other 
Syrians.

HOPE FOR FIGHT IN COOK 


‘ 
Reports of the Canal Investigators 
_ Will Be Made Next Week. 


A “tentative’”’ campaign to secure the re- 
publican nomination for governor for Frank 
Ll. Smith of Dwight has been started by 
his supporters in the federal organization in 
the Seventeenth congressional district. It 
is not prefaced by a formal announcement 
of candidacy from Col. Smith, but it is in- 
tended to get for him the delegates from this 


them ready for use if the proper time comes. 

Mr. Smith himeelf has been one of the 
“possible” candidates for the last six months, 
but he has been convinced that it would be 
useless to get into the race unless opposition 
to Goy. Deneen in Cook cecunty should de- 
velop to such an extent as to insure that 
the Chicago delegation would be divided. 

The situation has bécome such now that 
while Mr. Smith does not care to announce 
his candidacy, his friends see better chances 
for a down state candidate. In the first 
place it is pretty generally agreed that there 
will be no primary law and that the nomi- 
nation will be made in convention. 


Brundage May Be Candidate. 


In the second place there is a possibility 
that Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brun- 
dage will become a candidate in Chicago. 

Primaries without a primary taw will make 
it posgible for delegates to be picked and 
sent to the convention for the favorite son 
of that district. The candidacy of Mr. Brun- 
dage will mean that he will have the four 
north town wards of Chicago, which are rep- 
resented in the Cook county organization by 
Mayor; Busse and his friends. 

The mayor has made it plain that he does 
not propose to make a fight in Chicago for 
any candidate, but if Mr. Brundage is a 
candidate he will get the four north ‘town 
wards, consisting of the political territory 
in which he lives. 

Judge Willard M. McEwen will get a sub- 
stantial share of the Chicago delegates and 
the politicians figure that although Gov. De- 
neen goes into the convention with the ma- 
jority of the delegates from Cook back of 
him, there will be a good sized minority 
supporting either Mr. Brundage or Mr. Mc- 
Ewen. It was the hope of Deneen’s oppo- 
nents that the mayor would lead a fight 
against him and take away a majority of 
the delegates, but even with Mr. Busse re- 
maining pacific they can figure out a strong 
minority against him. 


Hope for Fight in Cook. 

Down state opponents of the governor be- 
lieve that if this minority can be made suffi- 
ciently strong none of the three Chicago can- 
didates, Deneen, McEwen, or Brundage, can 
be nominated, and that a down state “man 
will win. 

With this view of the situation the friends 
of Mr. Smith have started out to get for him 
the delegates of the Seventeenth district, 
which will number about sixty-one. With 
them behind him he would be in a position 
to receive support from Chicago and other 
parts of the state if Gov. Deneen failed to 
land the nomination on the first ballot. 

Two reports will be submitted by the canal 
investigating committee to the legislature 
next week, one signed by Dennis J. Egan, 
democrat, and by W. W. Gillespie, repub- 
lican, recommending the dismissal of Canal 
Commissioners William Sackett and Cliar- 
ence E. Snively. The majority report, signed 
by Chester W. Church, John Flannigen, and 
Campbell Hearn, will content itself with re- 
marks to the effect that the commissioners 
acted unwisely. 

The committee is expected to meet in Chi- 
cago today to revise its reports and pass on 
them finally.

TAGGART WINS VICTORY AGAIN. 


Stokes Jackson Chosen Chairman of 
Indiana Democratic Committee 
on Forty-first Ballot. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Na- 
tional Democratic Chairman Taggart fras 
fought another battle with his enemies in 
the democratic party, and again he has come 
out of the cantest with victory, Stokes Jack- 
son, his candidate for chairman of the state 
committee, being elected by a vote of 7 to 6 
on the forty~first ballot. 

Much feéling was manifested by the crowds ‘ 
in the Hbdtel lobby when the result was an- 
nounced; but conservative counsels prevailed, 
and it was agreed that the only thing todo 
was to give the new chairman loyal support. 

Taggart outgeneraled his opponents at 
every turn. He has been chirged for years 
with being out of sympathy With Bryan, but 
he brought Jackson, who is Bryan's confi- 
ential man in this state, into the race for 
chairman, and thus to some extent mollified 
they Bryan sentiment. 


DENEEN REVIEWS HIS WORK. 


Tells Paxton Audience of Reforms In- 
stituted and Efforts in Behalf of 
Deep Waterway. 


Paxton, Ill, Jan. 8.—[{Special.J—In an ad- 
dress to the citizens of Paxton today Gov. 
Deneen gave an account of the work done by 
his administration. He explained the appli- 
cation of the civil service rulés to state 
charitable institutions and told of his efforts 
to secure legislation for a deep waterway 
from the lakes to the gulf. He also reviewed 
his action to obtain an accounting from the 
Illinois Central railroad.

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‘LOST MANDATE’ ARRIVES. 


Mamer Sends Order-Too Late to 
Prevent Politician’s Trip _ 
to Washington. 


With the order for his commitment to the 
penitentiary awaiting him in Chicago, John 
A. Cooke, the former Circuit court clerk, con- 
victed of embezzlement, is in Washington, 
where he is making a last stand for his lib- 
erty. He is seeking the intervention of thé 
United States Supreme court on the ground 
that his constitutional rights have in- 
vaded. 

Ex-Judge Elbridge Hanecy and Attorney 
James Hartnett. appeared in chambers in the 
morning before Associate Justice’ William 
R. Day in Washington and argued for the 
issyance of a writ of error and a review of 
the case by the tribunal. They failed to con- 
vince the justice that.a constitutional ques- 
tion is involved and the attorneys thereupon 
served notice they would amend their peti- 
tion and resubmit it to the court today. 


Think Cooke Must Return, 
Justice Day will then render 4 final decis- 
lon. The justice, of course, declined last 
night to give any indication of what his de- 
cision would be, but the impression of men 
who know the specific grounds upon which 
Cooke's attorneys present the claim for the 
consideration of his case hy the Supreme 
court is that he will refuse to intervene. In 
this case, Cooke must return to Illinois, and 
it is pr?sumed there will be no further delay 
to serve the mandate of the State Supreme 
court. 

Cooke accompanied his attorneys to Wash- 
ington, leaving Monday afternoon. He was 
recognized by a newspaper man in the Wil- 
lard Hotel Tuesday evening, but denied his. 
identity. He later made known his business 
to a few members of congress, including 
Representative Lorimer and Senator Hop- 
kins, but as the miatter is entirely judicial in 
character the help of politicians could be of 
no avail. . 


“Lost Mandate’’ Arrives. 

The long delayed mandate from the State 
Supreme court confirming the conviction of 
Cooke arrived at the Criminal Court build- 
ing in the first mail in the morning. As- 
sistant State’s Attqrney Barbour immediate- 
ly filed it in Judge Brentano's court, and it 
was sent to the office of Clerk Harris, where 
it was copied. Mr. Harris then wrote a let- 
ter to Jailer Langeloh, notifying that offi- 
cial there no longer is any legal obstacle to 
the serving of the mittimus for Cooke that 
was issued after the Appellate cotrt affirmed 
the verdict. 

The mittimus is in the hands of Chief Dep- 
uty Sheriff Peters, who is waiting for Cooke 
to surrender himself. or his bondsmen to 
produce him. Mr. Peters said he would give 
the convicted man a reasonable time to deliv- 
er himself up—three or four days, or a week, 
perhaps. 


render himself,’’ said Mr. Peters, “I shall 


take the necessary steps to have his bonds 
declared forfeited. Then it will be possible 
for the court to issue a capias, which will 
be placed in the hands of the sheriff to serve. 
Then, and only then, will the sheriff be ay- 
thorized to search for Cooke.”’ 

Mr. Peters asserted the dispatch with which 
McReynolds was placed in the penitentiary 
after the mandate in his case had been re- 
ceived was no criterion for judgment of the 
procedure in Cooke’s case. McReynoids'‘was 
surrendered into the custody of the sheriff

Knew Cooke’s Whereabouts. 


ignorance of his whereabouts, it was known 
in the state’s attorney's and sheriff’s offices 
that he was in Washington. Attorney Daniel 
Donahoe called on Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Barbour and Informed him of his client’s 
mission at the capital. The attorney assured 
the public prosecutor that Cooke would re- 
turn in two or three days and that if un- 
successful in his appeal to the Supreme 
court would surrender himself at once, 

Depty Sheriff Steinert, who is in charge 
of the criminal branch of the office, called up 
Attorney Donahoe and was given similar as- 
surances. Mr. Donahoe was asked by a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE where Cooke might 
be found. He replied that newspaper men 
in his opinion were a race of d——4d liars. 

The intervention of the federal Supreme 
court is Cooke’s last legal chance of escap- 
ing, or at last postponing, his commitment 
to the penitentiary as a punishment for steal- 
ing public money while clerk of the Circuit 
court. This chance is considered by lawyers 
to be an extremely shadowy one. 

The politician is at liberty on $35,000 bonds. 
The assurance for his delivery into the cus- 
tody of the sheriff is a $10,000 bond given by 
William J. Moxley and John Dadie. If Cooke 
should disappear this.is the only. bond that 
would be forfeited at present. ter the 
state’s attorney might press the frial of 
Cooke on other indictments, thus causing 
the forfeiture of the $25,000 bonds under 
which he is held for untried charges. 

It now appears evident that Supreme Court 
Clerk Mamer withheld the mandate as long 
as possilfie in order that it might not arrive 
till his friend Cooke had departed for Wash- 
ington. This, together with the appeal to 
the Supreme court, was the last desperate 
move in the fight to keep Cooke out of prison. 
It has taken two years of strenuous work 
and ceaseless vigilance on the part of the 
public prosecuting officials to get the con- 
victed politician up to the prison doors and 
still he is not yet inelde.

Third Day of Second Trial of 
White’s Slayer Shows 
Good Progress. 


COUNSEL'STASK DELICATE 


Defense Furnishes Surprise in 
Outlining Plan for Use of * 
Insanity Plea. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Specia].}—Another box 
was filled today with jurors to try Harry K. 
Thaw for the murder of Stanford White. but 
when the peremptory challenge bolt descend- 
ed late in the afternoon there were only six 
sure enough and four provisional jurors lett. 

As there were three sworn and accepted 
jurors when the day’s proceedings began, it 
ae ce on ge who will hear testt- 

agains aw had been ac - 
sag Ay eg ! accepted dur 

Both Justice Dowling and the lawyers are 
satisfied with the result, for at the end of 
the first three days of the first trial there 
were only seven jurors in the box. Because 
of the world wide interest in the case and the 
fact that this is the second trial, it was ex- 
pected it would be extremely difficult to get 
a jury.

Dowling Hustles Lawyer. 

It was after 4 o'clock when the jury box 
was filled, there being then three sworn and 
nine provisional jurors. Justice Dowling 
said he would give each side five minutes to 
decide which of the nine would be peremp- 
torily challenged, and there was some tall 
rustling by the lawyers on both sides. 

Mr. Jerome sent for his chief clerk, John 
A. Henneberry, and Lieut. Peter Beery, who 
is conducting the investigation of talesmen 
and jurors, and with Assistant District At- 
torney Garvan they went over the informa- 
tion obtained about the men in the jury box. 
Every second a messenger came in with some 
report and it took Mr. Jerome longer to make 
up his mind than it did Mr. Littleton. 

But Mr. Littleton; had not been idle. He 
talked briefly with his associates, Dan 
O’Reilly and A. Russell Peabody, and then 
Thaw called to him. It was the first time 
Thaw had been seen talking to Littleton in 
the courtroom since the trial began. The 
prisoner talked earnestly and then Mr. Lit- 
tleton went over to Evelyn Nesbit Thaw. 
She had her little say, whatever it amounted 
to, and then Mr, Littleton challenged his 
men. 

In all 230 talesmen have been examined so 
far. Eighty talesmen were examined today, 
both Mr. Jerome and Mr. Littleton using all 
possible speed in questioning them. The 
venire of 100 talesmen drawn for today was 
exhausted at 6 o’clock, so there was no night 
session. This pleased everybody, especially 
the lawyers, who are tired. Andther panel 
of 100 talesmen has been drawn for tomor- 
row. 


Defense Furnishes Surprise. 
Thaw’s attorneys today furnished the first 
big surprise of thig trial by admitting that 


‘ several of the expert witnesses who were re- 


tained by the district attorney for the first 
trial and who declared, when Mr, Jérame 
made application for a lunacy commission, 
that In their opinion Thaw weés.so insane as 
not to know the nature of the proceedings 
against him and was entirely ine@apable of 
intelligently advising with. his counsel, are 
now_ under. subpcena by tne defense. 

They made affidavit that in their opinion 
Thaw was suffering at the time of the inquiry’ 
from'an incurable form of insanity. These 
same doctors, however, previously testified 
on the witness stand, in response to Mr. Je- 
rome’s famous hypothetical question, that 
they believed Thaw knew what he was about 
when he shot and killed Stanford White. 
This move, it is said, is intended by the de- 
fense to block the prosecution's putting the 
doctors on the stand, and it is taken by some 
as showing a determination not to have 
Thaw convicted, even with the danger of a 
stay in the asylum for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan as the alternative. 


Counsel’s Task Is Delicate. 

The defense in the present tria) is insanity 
at the time White was killed. In making owt 
its- case the defense will need to exercise 
delicate handling of it to show that Thaw 
was so deranged at that time as not to know 
the nature or quality of his act, and to show 
at the same time that he is now mentally 
sound. , 

If they are placed on the stand, Mr. Little- 
ton may draw from the three physicians the 
opinion that Thaw was also insane at the 
time of the homicide, and then endeavor to 
limit aH testimony as to the defendant’s 
mental condition to the immediate period of 
the tragedy. If successful in this, the de- 
fense would force a trial of the cage strictly 
on the ground of Thaw’s mental condition 
in the summer of 1906. 

This, in turn, would force District At- 
torney Jerome again to apply for a lunacy 
commission, and should this occur, Thaw’s 
attorneys are confident of his ability suc- 
cessfully to establish his claim of present 
sanity before such a board. 

Thaw’s Family Ignores Wife. 

It is noticeable that members of the Thaw 
family are not paying much attention to 
young Mrs. Thaw. She sat in court today 
next to Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie and 
Josiah Thaw. Mrs. Carnegie did not attend 
the morning session, 

About 5 o’clock Mrs. Carnegie and Josiah 
Thaw left the courtroom for the day, leav- 
ing young Mrs. Thaw alone. For a time 
she didn’t have any one near her, but Dan 
O’Reilly’s brother came in and sat at her 
side. 

If the young woman is not getting any sup- 
port from the Thaw family, she is not show- 
ing any signs of being depressed over the 
matter... The few amusing incidents that 
occur in the dreary job of getting a jury 
appeal to her quickly, as her ready smile 
shows. She smiles often at her husband, 
but his smile is not responsive. It is ap- 
parent Thaw is not taking as much interest 
in this trial as he did in the first. He does 
less fumbling with his papers, although each 
day he goes over a lot of mail which he car- 
ries to court in a portfolio. 

When Mrs. Carnegie and Josiah Thaw de- 
serted her this afternoon young Mrs. Thaw 
walked over to where her husband was sit- 
ting and had a chat with him. It is the first 
time she has done that. 

A few minutes later, when adjournment 
was taken for the day, Thaw seemed so 
pleased the prieon guard had to step lively 
to keep up with him, as Thaw actually 
rushed out of court.

Millionaire’s Daughter Asks for 
Freedom from Osborne. 


WILL BE CLARKSON’S BRIDE. 


Action Is Sequel to Elopement of 
Heiress Last October. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—Papers 
were served today on Arthur Herbert Os- 
borne, a young New York broker, in an action 
to annul his marriage with Helen Eugenia 
Maloney, daughter of Martin Maloney, a 
Philadelphia millionaire and a papal mar- 
quis. The action is to enable Miss Maloney 
to be married with the blessings of Rome 
to Samuel Clarkson, a youthful English- 
man, with whom she eloped on Oct. 1 of last 
year. 

The couple’s disappearance, their secret 
journey to Canada, their marriage in Mon- 
treal, and their subsequent flight to Europe 
furnished one of the most remarkable inter- 
national romances of the times. 


Osborne Agrees to Annulment. 

The courts have been asked to annul the 
Maloney-Osborne marriage and the action 
comes as a sequel to a meeting between 
the Maloney family and young Osborne last 
week in Philadelphia 

At this meeting it was agreed that the 
childhood marriage of the miliionaire’s 
daughter and the Princeton student, two 
years ago, should be wiped from the records. 
Both Miss Maloney and Mr. Osborne are said 
to have confessed that their wedding was a 
mock affair and that each regarded it at the 
time as no more than a joke.

PRIEST CONTINUES THE WAR 
AGAINST ORDER OF HIBERNIANS 


Father McDermott Will Try to Have 
Organization Barred from All Ro- 
man Catholic Churches. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Rt. Rev. D. I. McDermott, rector of St. 
Mary's Roman Catholic church, who forbade 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians to enter 
the church to attend the funeral of a member, 
will endeavor to have the organization 
barred from all Catholic churches, and if 
possible broken up entirely. 

“ There never were any Molly Magutires,”’ 
said Father McDermotttoday. “ There were 
only members of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians. I never submitted any evidence or ‘1 
gave any information, directly or indirectly, 
to the prosecution of the so-called ‘ Mollies.’ 
I never even attended the trials, though re- 
quested to do so. While! regarded as com- 
mendable the efforts of officers of the law to 
bring criminals to justice and disrupt the 
criminal organization, I realized it was no 
part of a priest’s duty. As chaplain of the 
county prison my endeavors were directed 
solely to save their souls. Even inthis work 
I was opposed. 

“ A priest identified with the A. O. H. vis- 
ited the prisoners and instructed them to have 
nothing to do with Father McDermott, Be- 
cause he was opposed to the order, but to get 
one of their own priests, who no doubt would 
help to damn them in order to save the or- 
ganization.” 

The matter will be taken up by the Hiber- 
nians at the next meeting, and Father Mc- 
Dermott probably will be called upon to make 
good his allegations.

St. Paul, Minn;, Jan. 8.—Judge Sanborn of 
the United. States Circuit court this after- 
noon appointed A. B. Stickney and Charles 
H. F. Smith receivers for the Chicago Great 
Western railroad. A. B. Stickney is now 
the president of the road. The firm of Kel- 
logg & Severance of St. Paul was appointed 
attorneys for the receiver, 

This action followed the inability of the 
company to meet obligations falling due in 
1908, and which creditors refused to extend. 
Loss as a result of the boilermakers’ strike 
of last fall is given as a partial cause for 
the financial straits of the road. It also was 
pointed out in the proceedings this after- 
noon that during the last ten years the road 
has spent $19,000,000 in reconstruction. 

The petition for a receivership was filed 
on behalf of the stockholders and the finance 
committee by John A. Humberg of Minne- 
sota, George P. Meyer of New York, and 
Ward Cummings and Alex Wallace of Great 
Britain. 


Will Default Payments on Jan. 15. 

In asking for the appointment of receivers 
Mr. Kellogg said that the capital of the 
Chicago Great Western consists of four 
classes of stock, but two of which need be 
considered in the receivership proceedings. 
auese are the preferred “ A "’ and the deben- 
ture stock, each of which represented 50 per 
cent of the original first mortgage bonds. 

The preferences of these two classes of 
stock are secured by a trust deed to the Man- 
hattan Trust company of New York. There 
will be a default In the payment.of these 
obligations Jan. 15. Mr. Kellogg said the 
road owes $10,653,413.71, now due or falling 
due within the next four years, of which 
notes to the amouft $545,000 have gone to 
protest. 

The sum, exceeding $10,000,000, said Mr. 
Kellogg, is part of $10,000,000 spent by the 
Great Western in the last ten years and 
for the most part tn the last five years in re- 
building the road. New steel has been laid, 
double tracks have been built, grades have 
been reduced, and new bridges and terminals 
have been constructed. The total amount of 
obligations due during 1908 is $3,342,545.45. 


Owns Many Short Lines. 


Mr. Kellogg said that the Great Western 
owns in fee without mortgage lines of rail- 
road in Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, 
and Missouri. It also owns a terminal lease 
of a line from St. Paul to Minneapolis, and 
all the stock of the Mason City and Fort 
Dodge railroad, a line about 400 miles long. 
This line is mortgaged for $12,000,000, 62 
per cent of its cost: The Great Western 
has a lease of this line, by the terms of 
Which it guarantees interest on the bonds. 

The Great Western also owns stock under 
similar conditions of the Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and Pacific, and of' the De Kalb and 
Great Western. 

Mr. Kellogg pointed out that under the 
laws of the states in which the Great West- 
ern operates, creditors might secure an at- 
tachment on its property, thus wrecking the 
road and preventing it from fulfilling .ts 
obligations to the public. 

Primarily on this ground—the possibility 
that it might be prevented from perform- 
ing its functions as a common carrier—Judge 
Sanborn issued the order for the appointment 
of the receiver. He also gave as an addi- 
tional ground the fact that a judgment of 
oe had already been secured against the 
road, 
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PRESIDENT STICKNEY IN LONDON. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—At a meeting of Chicago 
Great Western noteholders today President 
Stickney announced that application had 
been made in the@Jnited States for a tem- 
porary receivership. 

Mr. Stickney has been in Europe some 
weeks trying to make arrangements for ex- 
tension of maturing obligations. He said the 
recent panic undoubtedly was the cause of 
the present difficulty. In ordinary times the 
company would have had no trouble in find- 
ing the necessary money. 


TROUBLES KNOWN IN CHICAGO. 


Chicago Great Western Difficulties Said 
to Be Due to Close Money and 
Overcapitalization. 


The financial difficulties confrcnting the 
Chicago Great Western railway have been 
expected for several weeks and are the di- 
rect result of the tight money conditions, 
coupled with overcapitalization. The tmme- 
diate cause was failure to meet the interest 
on $26.127,089 of debenture bonds bearing 
interest at 4 per cent, and $8,000,000 in notes 
which mature this year. 

While the situation did not become acute 
until recently, it has been evident since last 
September, when the payment of dividends 
on preferred stock was passed, that there 
were breakers ahead for the holders of the 
debenture bonds. These bonds partake of 
both the natlre of stock and bonds. The 
holders participate in the stockholders’ meet- 
ings and receive a fixed rate of interest. The 
bonds are largely held in England, only a 
little more than $1,000,000 being owned in this 
country. ! J 

Revenue Has Run Behind. 

For several years, however, net revenue 
had not increased in proportion to the ex- 
penses and the stockholders voted to issue 
the debenture bonds. The report for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last showed a de- 
crease in both net earnings and surplus and a 
heavy increase in operating expenses. This 
showing was distinctly unfavorable in the 
light of flourishing conditions prevailing in 
1906-7. . : dus 

The é¢arnings for the last seven years were 
shown to have been $60,756 a mile, with a 
profit of $15,000, or $2,100 a year. 

“ This,’’ says the report, “* is 1% per cent on 
the capital stock, 2% per cent on the book 
value, and 7 per cent on a capitalization of 
$30,000 per mile.”’ 

The eperation of the new interstate com- 
merce law, preventing midnight tariffs and 
sudden cuts in rates, whereby President 
Stickney made several sensational coups, 
also hurt the road. It was for this practice 
that the Great Western was termed a “ pi- 
rate’ by the other roads, but Mr. Stickney 
always explained that he acted in self-de- 
fense. 

‘* Do unto the other fellowpwhat he would 
do unto to you, but doit first,’’ was the motto 
by which he said he was guided. 

Stickney a Unique Figure. 

President Stickney has been a unique figure 
in the railroad building of the west. It was 
his personality far more than the need for a 
railroad which constructed the Chicago 
Great Western, and his ability to raise need- 
ed capital has been in former times the won- 
der of financial men. Mr. Stickney was born 
June 27, 1840, in Wilton. Me., and after 
studying law moved to Stillwater, Minn., 
where he practiced law until 1869. During 
the following years he proved himself a suc- 
cessful railroad builder on several sma!] 
lines, but his crowring effort was the organ- 
ization of the Chicago Great Western, known 
as the Maple Leaf. 

Strangely enough, Mr. Stickney was one of 
the first big men of the country to come out 
in favor of railroad control by the federal 
government. Moreover,‘he has since proved 
a mine of Information as to the illegal prac- 
tices engaged in by other roads. Before the 
law went into effect, however, he was a thorn 
in ‘the side of the other railroad presidents 
and was not afraid to cut a rate openly if he 
found the others were doing so secretly. In 
this way he was able to build up the markets 
in Kansas City Omaha, and St. Paul, for 
which the busi men of those centers have 
repeatedly shown their appreciation.

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special. ]}—Shrinkage of 
upward of $20,000,000 In the market value of 
bonds held by the New York Life Insurance 
company in the declines of last year is shown 
by the financial statement presented to the 
trusteés today, giving the condition as of 
Dec. 81, 1907. The New York Life ig the 
first of the big insurance companies to make 
its financial situation known. At the end 
of 1906 the company had a contingency re- 
serve fund of more than $20,000,000 in excess 
of the sums held for distribution to holders 
of deferred dividend policies, so the existing 
contingency reserve fund would nearly take 
care of the shrinkage in market values. The. 
report also shows that $26,000,000 was loaned 
by the company to 80,000 persons mostly dur- 
ing the recent panic period.

DEFECTS WILL BE CURED. 


Measures to Improve Conditions 


‘Among Enlisted Men Cer-~ 
tain of Passage. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— | 
Congress has sought curb the activity of 
officers of the army and navy who have been 
working industriously since the opening. of. 
the session to secure the enactment of the 
increase in pay and other military bills. 

In compliance with the request of various 
members Representative Hull, chairman of 
the house military committee, today sug- 
gested to the war department that further 
lobbying by officers be forbidden, threaten- 
ing, if his suggestion were not heeded, that 
there would be no legislation along the lines 


desired. 
Undoubtedly, if congress be let alone, the 
pay bill will be passed during the present 


session, but not in the form proposed by the 


joint army-and navy board. The board rec- 
ommended graded increases ranging from 25 
to 10 per cent. This proposition meets with 
favor in the senate, but objection is raised to 
it by the house. 

There is decided opposition on the part of 


+ gembers of the house to increasing the pay 


of officers of field rank, but there exists a 


, “general desire to increase the pay of the en- 


ed men and of the officers of and below 


: : the rank of captain. 


No Big Increase Likely. 


The increase cannot be large, however, ac- 
cording to the contention of Representative 
Hull, chairman of the military committee; 
Representative Prince of Illinols, a member 
of the committee, and others, because in 
time of. war, when hundreds of thousands of 
men are calied to the colors, the country 
would be placed under a serious strain mere- 
ly to meet the monthly pay bills. The plan 
which -{t is expected the house military com- 
mittee will favor will be increased pay and 
allowances for noncommissioned officers and 
additional! inducements for men toreéniist. 

Secretary Taft is anxious to have congress 
authorize the president to fix the rates of pay 
of enlisted men within defined limits. This 
system is observed in the navy with excellent 
results, an@ the secretary believes it would 


be equally satisfactory with respect to ‘he 


army. 

The president then would be enabled to 
classify enlisted men according to length of 
service and meritorious service, and also to 


* make a proportionate advance fn the pay of 


noncommissioned officers, which would se- 
cure them as permanent members of the 
army. 


Secretary Taft’s Plans. 

The secretary has pointed out that with 
the present rates of pay it is especially diffi- 
cult to keep the ranks of the coast artillery 
full. This service requires for its proper 
performance a high degree of mechanical 
skill, and the training necessary to develop 
the men leads to their acquisition of con- 
siderable knowledge of electricity and skill 
in assembling and manipuleting various 
kinds of electrical apparatus in general use 
in the commercial world. 

The result is that by the time these men 
have served one enlistment they have at- 
tained a proficiency which commands much 
higher remuneration in civil employment 
than it does in the army and they do not re- 
enlist. 

The présent enlisted strength of-the army 
ie 50,190 men, while the authorized strength 
fe 69,861 men. There is, under present con- 
ditions, an increasing number of men who 
fail to reénlist and who purchase their dis- 
charge before the expiration of their te 
ef service. Desertions also are far in excess 
of what they ougnht to be. 

What Secretary Taft wants is that the sol- 
@ier’s career be made so attractive as to 
cause men to embrace it as their life work, 
and to bring this about he considers it neces- 

sary to offer suitable rewards for proficiency 
when attained, greater increase in pay for 
length of service, and, in general, the crea- 
tion of conditions which will elevate and sus- 
tain the self-respect of enlisted men by mak- 
ing their duties more those of a soldier and 
less those of a laborer. 7 


Personnel Falls in Grade. 
Maj. Gen. Bell, chief of staff, declares 


- that while experience, training, and meth- 


ods in the army of ten years ago fell short 
of the army of today,,yet in the character 
of the enlisted personnel, relative strength 
of organization, and in contentment of mind. 
it was equally in advance. 

Today nearly every organization of the 
line is depleted in numbers. That itself 
means an unpleasant increase in fatigue 
duty ar loss of interest in military work. 

Tt is iu.possible with two or three squads 
of men in a company to raise the present 
prescribed course in training abeve absurd-~ 
fty in the eyes of either officers or men. 

Under these conditions it becomes distaste- 
ful to one and disgusting to the other. 

With the passing of the old noncommis- 
gioned officer, the enlisted service, in the 
absence of relief, will enter upon what is 
Vkely to prove the last stage of demoraliza- 
tiom 

Formerly, by sheer force of character, 
superior training, and long service, this class 


' built up for itself an artificial status distinct 
‘ ¢rom that of the private soldier, making 


more for discipline and efficiengy than any 
other one thing. 

Today the average noncommissioned offi- 
cer of the line organizations is as ignorant 
of his duties as the recruits from which he 
was drawn, and lacks both the force of char- 
acter necessary, for discipline and the ability 
essential for efficiency. 


Congres# to Remedy Defects. 


Fortunately, congress realizes the condi- 
tions existing in the army and ts determined 
to remedy them. To this end it is proposed 
to create for the noncommissioned force a 
natural and lawful status..As a means to 
this end it is considered desirable to offer 
them an increase of pay and allowances, !n- 
creased opportunities for advancement, and 
removal of the causes of dislike of the sol- 
dier’s life. 

Besides making these important reforms, it 
is intended by congress to increase the erfi- 
ciency of the medical department of the 
army. During the last session the senate 
passed a bill giving positive rank to officers 
of this corps and increasing their number. 

The bill also created a reserve corps of 
medical officers available for military sery- 
ice. 


The house military committee has just au- 
thorized a favorable report upon the same 
measure and it will probably be passed in the 
course of a few weeks. There is no doubt 
that the measure will be accepted immediate- 
ly by the senate.

factory feature in the German currency sys~- 
tem which provides for the elasticity we 
have been seeking for in vain in this country. 

Thig is the provision by which, when the limit 
of authorized n is reached, the Im- 


perial bank may d to issue more notes 
without any metallic reserve, on the payment 
of a tax amounting to 5 per cent annually. 

In some conditions the situation is exactly 
analogous to what it would be in this coun- 
try if we retained our present national bank 
notes and then amended the Aldrich bill so as 
to permit banks to issue $250,000,000 at 6 per 
cent, without putting up any specific security 
whatever. 


German Plan in Operation. 

Under the German system the Imperial Na- 
tional bank is authorized to issue notes ap- 
proximately to the extent of $170,000,000, 
upon which there is no tax, these notes being 
secured, as I have said, by the deposit of one- 
third in gold or imperial bonds and two- 
thirds of approved commercial paper. 

The additional or emergency circulation 
above this fixed limit is based on the general 


credit of the hank. 

The tax of 5 per cent is assessed every week 
on the basis of five-forty-eights of 1 per cent 
upon the excess of circulation shown for 
that week, the rate being approximately, of 
course, 5 per cent a year. 

Thig system operates in such a way that. 
when the discount rate of the Imperial Bank r 
of Germany gets above 5 per cent it is 
profitable to issue these notes, and when it 
falle below they are immediately retired. 

The weekly assessment enables this emer- 
gency circulation to become immediately re- 
sponsive to the acttlal demands of trade. 

At the beginning of 1006 reports show that 
there was outstanding credit circulation by 
the Imperial Bank of Germany to the ex- 
tent of $419,000,000. 

At:the same time the people had on deposit 
$159,000,000. The bank held a coin surplus 
then of approximately $200,000,000. 


Little Real Money Needed. . 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Imperial 
bank owed the people, in round numbers, 
$480,000,000 in notes and deposits and held a 
coin reserve against that of $200,000,000. 

The deposits had no greater liem than the 
notes and vice verea. The coin reserve could 
have been employed in either direction with 
facility. It ts significant, however, that the 
German people util almost three times as 
much note credit from the Imperial bank as 
they did in deposits. 

One of the most extraordinary things in 
looking over the banking system of Ger- 
many, which, in many respécts, is a mode} of 
stability and which may safely be contrasted 
with that of Austria-Hungary, where they 
have had one difficulty after another owing 
to~the excessive use of paper money, lies in 
the fact that such an extension of bank 
. oredit can be accomplished on comparative- 
ly small capital. , 

The capi of the Imperial bank is ap- 
proximately ,000,000, with a surplus of 
$10,000,000. This, with the coin reserve of 
one-fifth of a billion, seems to furnish ample 
security for twice that amount of bank debts. 


Commercial Paper Saves System. 
The salvation of the German banking sys- 
tem lies in its utilization of the commercial 
paper of the country. The note of the small 
artisan or farmer, to say nothing of the 


the treasurer of the Imperial bank itself. 

This course comes through the creation of 
small codperative popular banks, which have 
been planted all over the German empire. 
They take care of the small amounts of 
commercial paper, and their members and 
stockholders comprise thrifty mechanics, do- 
mestic servants, farmers, and small mer- 
chants and manufacturers. 

There is a whole string of these little battks. 
and this unimportant accommodation paper 
is discounted and rediscounted until it finally 
happens that the note of hand of the hum- 
ble laborer for a few marks often reaches 
the boss of the great Imperial bank of Ger- 
many. 

This is the system which seems to have 
made Germany financially and commercially 
great, It is based upon the discount of com- 
mercial paper at every stage, and it is well 
worth remembering when new laws are to be 
passed here that commercial! paper in the 
United States forms no part, as yet, of the 
security behind our circulation. 

In each case thus far it is the credit of 
the government which baeks up both green- 
backs and national bank notes, while gold 
and silver certificates are mere bullion. checks 
certifying that the holder is entitled toa cer- 


tain amount of coin held in trust for him in 
ithe national treasury. 


Germany, however, has a system which 
contains a fixed and an emergency currency, 
and which provides both for notes based upon 
coin and commercial paper, and finally upon 
the uncovered assets of the bank. 


| WOULD STOP MINE DISASTERS’ 


Coal Operators and Mining Engineers 
Confer with Government Experts 
‘at Washington Convention. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—A meeting of 
leading coal operators from all parts ofthe 
country is being held here to devise means 
of avoiding disasters in mines. All of the 
speakers today endeavored to throw light on 
the causes of explosions, but each admitted 
that he could not find a logical cause. 

Neil Robinson, a noted mining expert of 
Charleston, W. Va., declared tonight that 
some of the best equipped and best managed 
mines in the United States had suffered from 
recent disasters. Experience, he said, seems 
unable to cope with conditions now noted. 

Government experts who have been experi- 
menting with explosive gases are conferring 
with the operators. 
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| HOUSE HAS BILL 


‘ON BANK REFORM.| 


‘Ska ces Agrees on a 
Measure to Secure More 
Elastic Currency. 


ISSUE OF CREDIT NOTES. | 


Circulation to Be Based on Gen- 
eral Assets Instead of Bond 
-Secured Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—The house sub- 
committee on banking and currency reached 
an agreement today on a bill to increase the 
elasticity of the currency. The bill provides 
for the retirement of all outstanding na- 
tional bank bond secured currency, and au- 
thorizes In lieu a currency based on general 
assets of the banks. 

It is pro that the controller designate 
certain redemption cities throughout the 
country, so that there shall be a redemption 
city nin at least twenty-four hours of 
each fonal bank. The controller shall se- 
lect a timeand place for organizing each dis- 
trict. : 

Plan for Redemption Districts. 

Each national bank in that district, regard- 

less of its capital stock, will be entitled to one 
vote. Representatives of the banks will meet 
at a time and place designated and elect a 
board of managers, to consist of seven mem- 
bers. These seven will elect a chairman, who 
will become a deputy controller of the cur- 
rency and assume control of his redemption 
district, except that he shall not havecharge 
of the enforcement of the criminal statutes. 
- Bach bank ig authorized to present to the 
secretary of the treasury the moneye in lieu 
of bond sécuref notes, the bank to receive 
credit notes to the amount of its capital 
stock. These notes will be subject to a tax 
of 2 per cent per annum. 


Provide Guaranty Fund. 


Bach bank will be required to deposit as 
@ guaranty fund with the treasurer of the 
United States 5 per cent of its average de- 
posits for the preceding twelve months, and 
5 per cent of the credit notes which it takes 
out. The revenue thus obtained is to create 
and support a national guaranty fund of 
$500,000,000 for the guaranty of both the 
deposits and the outstanding bank notes of 
every national bank. Eighty per cent of this 
fund is to be invested in United States bonds 
drawing 2 per cent interest, while the remain- 
ing 20 per cent is to be deposited In banks 
of the various redemption cities for the pur- 
pose of redeeming the guaranteed credit 
notes of the banks. 

It is Mr. Fowler's idea to have the new 
credit notes printed on a green background,, 
in differentiation from the yellow background 
of the geld notes, and white git alee of 
the silver. certificates. 


FOOD LAW CHANGE OFFERED. 


Congressman Mann Would Permit 
Manufacturer to Advertise Fact When 
Goods Are “U. 8S. Standard.” 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Mr. Mann of 
Chicago introduced In the house today a bill 
supplementary of the food and drugs act, 
permitting manufacturers of foodetuffs or 
drugs which fill the requirements of govern- 
ment standards to place thereon labels bear- 
ing the words “ United States standard;” 
forbidding the utilization of any other gov- 
ermment gauranty label except in the follow- 
ing form: “Guaranteed by the manufacturers 
“{or by us) to comply with the food and drugs 
act June 80, 1906.’’

JAPAN SUGGESTS NEW ENVOY. 


Secretary of State Root Asked if Kogoro | 
Takahira Would Be Acceptable as 
Successor to Viscount Aoki. 


| Washington, D. €., Jan. 8.—[Special. ]- 
The Japanese government, through Tsune- 
jiro Miyaoka, counselor and chargé d’af- 
faires of the Japanese embassy in this city, 
has asked Secretary. of State Root if Kogoro 
Takahira, former minister to the United 
States and now ambassador to Italy, would 
be acceptable for appointment as ambassa- 
dor to the United States to succeed Viscount 
Siuzo Aoki, the present ambassador, who {es 
now on his way to Japan to make an oral 
report to the Japanese foreign office on the 
question of Japanese immigration into the 
Pacific coast states. 

Secretary Root has replied that the ap- 
pointment of Baron Takahira would be sat- 
isfactory in every respect to this govern-

‘This tnquiry is the first: official notice this 
government has received that Japan in- 
tended to recall Ambassador Aoki. Baron 
Takahira was formerly minister to the Unit- 
ed States and left Washington in Decem- 
ber, 1905, shortly after the dissolution of 
the Portsmouth peace conference, which he 
attended as a representative of Japan. Since 
that time he has been ambassador to Italy.

DODGING JURY SERVICE. 

Chief Justice Olson, who personally eu- 
pervises the returns of venires, practically 
has wiped jury dodging out of the Mn- 
nicipal court. But in the state courcs 
the evil, through lack of this centraliza- 
tion and the laxity of the individuai 
judges, continues to be a scandal.

It was found that 2 
zens were enabled to evade serv 
threugh collusion with the sheriff's depu- 
ties, the court clerks, and the minute 
clerks, and through the inattention of the 
judges to the returns on the summonses, 
The minor officials “excuse” a certain 
number of talesmen on the theory that 
the judge will not miss them and will ask 
no‘questions, | : 

Only a judge may excuse a venireman 
from service, and collectively the judges | 
have it in their power to put an end to 
the immunities extended by other offi- 
cials. A few judges, of whom Myr.

Lady Midleton was Miss Madeline Stanley, | 
a daughter of Lady St. Helier by her first 
marriage to Col. the Hon. J. C. Stanley, and 
played a prominent role at the famous enter- 
tainmente which were given in London by 
her mother when the latter oti} bore the title 
of pay Jeune, — 

Sir Francis Jeune, who died as Lord Bt. 
Helier, was fond of his beautiful and clever 


stepdaughter, and it was this eminent judge, 
so celebrated as president of the English di. | 
vorce court, who gave her away on the oc- 


casion’ of her marriage to St. John Brodrick. | 

The Hon. Sybil Brodrick, who accompanies 
Lord Midleton to this country, is-his 22 year | 
old daughter by hig first marriage to Lady 
Hilda ' Charteris, 
Wemyss. . 

Lord Midleton, who must not be confused 
with Lord Middleton, brother-in-law of Sir 
William Gordon Cumming, is descended from 
Jehn Midleton, who in the reign of Henry VI. 
bore the titie of the king’s embroiderer, and 
whose son, Sir Thomas Brodrick, was lieu- 
tenant of the Tower of London in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. 

He ig on record as having bequeathed by 
way of a memorial to his father a sum of 
money to the ancient Borderers’ company, or 
guild, in London, for the benefit of the poorer 
members of the company, which for hun- 
dreds of years has enjoyed the prerogative 
of furnishing, at a steep price, it is true, the 
* hearge* cloth’ or pall used at woyal fu- 
nerals. 

Lord Midleton is a freeman and member of 
this guild, like all of his. predecessors in the 
famiiy honors and estates. 

The name of St. John comes into his family 
through the marriage of the Sir Thomas 
Brodrick knighted by Queen Elizabeth tothe 
granddaughter and heiress of Nicholas st. 
John, one of the territorial magnates of } 
Wiltshire, 

It was his son, Sir St. John Brodrick, who 
established himself at Midleton, in ‘County 
Cork, where he obtained a large tract of land 
by grant from the crown, and when his son 
Alan wae raised to the peerage of Ireland 
for his services as lord high chancellor of 


that kingdom, he selected as his title Vis- [° 
count Midleton of Midleton, in County Cork. | 


To these Irish honors the English barony 
of Brodrick, of Peper Harow, in Surrey, car- 
rying with it a seat in the house of lords, was 
added at the close of the eighteenth century. 


eo 


Peper Harow is the principal country seat 
of Lord Midleton, and has been in his family 
since 1713, when it was purchased by the first 
viscount. 

Situated in the most picturesque portion 
of Surrey, it is believed to owe its odd name 
to some ancient Anglo-Saxon proprietor. sor 
it figures in Doomsday Book, with an intima- 
tion that whereas Walter FitzOther held it 
from William the Conqueror, an Anglo- 
Saxon knight of the name of Alward had 
held it from King Edward the Confessor. 

Among its subsequent owners were Sir 
Bernard Brocas, chamberlain to Queen Anne 
of Behemia, consort of King Richard II. of 
England, and the ear) of Southampton, upon 
whom it was bestowed by Henry VIII. 

On the estate is the * Bonfield spring,’’ the 
waters of which, according to chroniclers of 
six and seven hundred years ago, were most 
efficacious in the cure ‘‘ of sore eyes and ul- 
cers.”" | 

A moat picturesque and artistic grotto, in 
ecclesiastical style, designed by Pugin, now 
shields the spring from harm and injury. 

The mansion from Peper Harow was bullt 
from désigns by Sir. William Chambers in 
the middle of the eighteenth century, in a 
stately style suggesting a combination of the 
Italian palace rather than of the English 
manor. : 

The rooms are extremely lofty, and of ex- 
ceptionally spacious dimensions, and in the 
dining room hangs Rubens’ famous master- 
piece, “A Burgomaster,’’ which is undoubt- 
edly the gem of the entire Midleton collection 
of paintings.

Lord Midleton, who is certain to receive one 
of the most important portfolios in the next 
unionist’ administration, and is therefore a 
visitor to be studied with interest, is respon- 
sible, even more than Lord Kitchener, for the 
sensational resignation by Lord Curzon of 
the viceroyalty of India. 

It is well known that while Lord Curzon 
had virtually settled his differences with 
Kitchener, he could not put up with the to 
him most offensive and arrogant manner 
which his old chum and intimate friend, St. 
John Brodrick, had thought fit in his capacity 
as secretary of state for India to adopt to- 
wards him in the controversy. 

‘In fact, it wag the lack of suavity and of 
tact on the part of Brodrick that was the 
real cause of Curzon’s resignation. 

In their younger days they hhad been asso- 
ciated tagether with the present Lord Cole- 
ridge and other elder sons of peers in a move- 
ment destined to enable men situated like 
themselves, with seats in the house of com- 
mons, to decline the succession of the family 
honors on the death of their respective fa- 
thers, and to retain all the privileges and pre- 
rogatives of a commoner in lieu of those ofa 
peer. 

Each of them was convinced that his politi- 
cal future and his chances of becoming prime 
minister would be irretrievably ruined in the 
event of his being compelled to leave the 
lower for the upper house of the national 
legislature. 

The matter was made the subject of the 
most careful examination by the highest law 
officers of the crown and by the principal 
legal experts of the opposition, who were 
unanimous in declaring that the succession to 
& peerage was not optional; that an heir had 
no power to reguse the succession to his peer- 
age; and that from the moment that the suc- 
cession to a peerage took place through the 
death of a peer, his son and heir, while be- 
ceming at once endowed with all the pre- 
rogatives and immunities of his new rank, 
forfeited those of a commoner, including his 
electoral franchise and his right of sitting 
in the hause ef commons. 

_ 


It is eteniies that while two of this party of 
former commoners should now sit in the 
house of lords as Lord Coleridge and as Lord 
Midleton respectively, the third and most 
gifted of them all—namely: Lord Curzon— 
should now be actively endeavoring to se- 
cure election to the upper ‘house as a repre- 
sentative peer of Ireland, the\Irish barony 
bestbwed upon him at the time of his ap- 
pointment as viceroy of India carrying with 
it no seat'in the house of lords. 

It is this lack of tact displayed by Lord 
Midleton in his treatment of his old friend 
Lord Curzon that mars the popularity and 
success of an otherwise most painstaking 
and conscientious statessnan. 

As an itistance thereof I may mention that 
when, during his term of office as minister of 
war, he attended the great meneuvers of the 
German army, he donned for the occasion @ 
campaigning khaki uniform. 

The English delegation included, besides 
himself, Field Marshal Lord Roberts, Gen.

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MR. EDISON’S CEMENT HOUSE, 

Orange, N. J., Jan. 4.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—I am in receipt of many letters regard- 
ing newspaper articles describing a cement 
house which I am about to erect. The writers 
of most of the letters have misread the arti- 
cles, and I take this occasion to explain 
just what I propose to do. 

I now have a model, one-fourth the size 
of the house, designed by the New York arch- 
itects. 

This winter I shall construct the iron molds 
and devise machinery, whereby @ full sized 
house can be cast in twelve hours, after the 
molds are in position, At the end of six days 
the iron molds are removed and the house 
will be complete, including stairs, partitions, 
mantels, bath, ete., and after drying six 
days will probably be ready for occupancy, 

To build this house for $1,000, it is essen- 
tial that it be erected on sandy soils, as the 
material excavated for the cellar is all that 
is required to-build the house, except, of 
course, the cement. 

The cost of the jron molds will be about 
$25,000, the cost of the other machinery 
about $15,000. From this outfit an unlimited 
number of houses can be erected. 

It is probable that companies will be 
formed which will have several molds, each 
of a different design, and will go actively 
into - business. 

I have not gone into this with the idea 
of making money from it, and will be glad to 
license reputable parties to make molds and 
erect houses, without any payments on ac- 
count of patents. The only restriction is 
that the designs of the houses be satisfactory 
to meand that they shall use good material.

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A WORTHY CAUSE. | 

Chicago, Jan. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune, }— 
Five years ago in the densely populated dis- 
trict of Manila, P. I., known as Trozo we 
opened a free dispensary for the poor Fili- 
pinos. It was the first charity of the sort in 
the city. It has now grown so as to tax our 
resources to the utmost. In the twenty-four 
clinic days of last October the total visits 
numbered 2,688, of which 1,454 were surgical 
and 1,234 were medical cases. Experience 
soon taught us that we ought to have a hos- 
pital for in-patients, as the hospital facilities 
of Manila, a city of nearly 250,000, are pain- 
fully inadequate. Accordingly we set on foot 
& movement to supply thig need. It has re- 
sulted in the establishment of the University 
hospital, funds for which have been contrib- 
uted in the name of the Universities of Penn- 
sylvania, Harvard, Yale, and Princeton by 
alumni and other friends. 

The Pennsylvania building, containing 
thirty beds, operating room, etc., was form- 
ally opened on Oct. 23 by the Hon. W. H. 
Taft. The hospital is under the cantrol of the 
Episcopal corre of missioné, which I repre- 
sent. Dr. M. Saleeby is in charge of the 
hospital. Hi is a man who bas had long ex- 
perience in the islands and ts trusted’ by 
Americans and Filipinos alike as an admin- 
istrator and a surgeon of high ability and 
devotion. From the inception of our work 
we have had the Interest and codperation of 
several of the leading Filipino physicians. 
At present only American nurses are em- 
ployed, but we expect to open a training 
school for Filipino nurpes as s00n as facili- 
ties are afforded. 

We have had some ald locally. The gov- 
ernor general from a discretionary fund en- 
abled us to secure our site. The department 
of public health furnishes us with part of 
our medical supplies. The street railway, 
through its physician, has made us a propo- 
sition in connection with the care of its em- 
ployés. Donations also come to us from res- 
idents in the islands. But for the mast part 
we are dependent on aid from America. Our 
endowment fund amounts to $16,000. 

Our chief needs at present are: 

1. Increased endowment and money for 
current expenses. Wei reckon on $3,500 as 
covering the endowment of a bed. 

2. A nurses’ house, which would cost ap- 
proximately (including site) $18,000. 

3. A laboratory equipment, $1,000. 

It should be stated that this benefaction is 
free to persons of any creed or race, though 
the predominating element is bound to be 
Filipino. Its founders have no other mo-

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Switching rates in°Chicago have increased 4,500 


between 200 and 300 per cent in the last five 
years. The demonstration of this fact was 
made to the state board of railroad and 
warehouse commissioners yesterday by the 
shippers, who have asked that the rates be 
reduced, and further testimony along this 
line will be introduced at the hearing today. 

The complaint against these switching rates 
was filed with the commission some time 

o and the railroads havé been given an 

pportunity to present their defense. The 
Tllinols Manufacturers’ association is the 
complamant and is backed up by practically 
all the big shippers in Chicago and other 
‘manufacturing centers in the state. 

In showing how the switching charges 
have been advanced, BE, A, Smith, traffic 
manager for the Lord & Bushnell Lumber 
company, presented a table compiled from an 
examination of the books of that company. 
By this he showed the charge made for direct 
handling in 1908 was $2 and the charge for the 
same service in 1907 was $6.50. ‘‘ Industrial 
switching,’’ as it was termed by Commis- 
sioner W. H. Boys, has increased in the same 
way, in some instances from §8 to $18. 

Complains of Rate Tangle. 

Oscar F. Bell, traffic manager for the Crane 
company; said it was almost impossible to 
find out what is the switching rate between 
two points in Chicago. It was his contentfon 
there should be switching limits defined for 
Chicago and a maximum charge fixéd for 
hauling cars betweert industries located 
within these boundaries. Commissioner 
Boys inquired of the Witness what he meant 
by private tracks. 

** Those owned or leased by some company 
for its exclusive use,’’ replied Mr. Bell. 

“Then it is within-the power of the rail- 
road, which will’not grant a connection or 
lease a track already built, to shut off an in- 
dustry from the advantage of a private sid- 
ing?’ inquired the commissioner. 

€¢ Yes. ? 

‘*In case we bhve the power fo fix a rate 
for switching charges,”’ asked the commis- 
sioner, ‘‘do you think the same rate should 
obtain for industrial switching and switch- 
ing proper?’ 

‘* Probably not,’ replied Mr. Bell. ‘I pre- 
sume the cost of this industrial switching is 
more than for direct deliveries.’’ 

“JT am not speaking about the cost,’’ re- 
plied the commissioner. ‘* That must be rea- 
sanable or the courts would hold it invalid. 
Now, don’t you think the rates should be dif- 
ferent for the two kinds of switching?’

Colder weather is all that is needed to bring 
a heavy movement of corn from this state, 
according to the majority of receivers, Roads 
are improving to some extent, and the price 
is satisafctory to the farmers, 50c being gen- 
erally paid. Barrell had a wire from Spring- 
field, Ill., saying: ‘‘ Weather more davora- 
bie for the movement of corn; roads will be in 
condition by night if cold weather continues. 
All of the available corn shellers are now 
standing by the cribs all over central Illinois 
waiting for the roads to get into condition.” 
A Monticello, Ill., message to Miner & Co. 
said: ‘“* Elevators payi 50c. One house 
bought 60,000 bu, anothef 85,000 bu, and still 
another 70,000 bu. Sidetracks are full of 
empties. (Look for a heavy run of corn from 
this section."" Receivers here in every case 
reported heavier offerings. 


Logan-Bryan, Barrell, Ohapin, Cudahy 
brokers, and pit professionals were the lead- 
ing sellers of wheat, the Barrell and Logan 
selling being especially heavy in the last half 
hour. Bartlett-Fragier were on both sides 
of the market during the day, but were cred- 
ited with selling more than they bought. Gil- 
lett, Northern Grain, and Lake were the lead- 
ing buyers. Rycroft was a moderate buyer 
early. In corn the best buying was by Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Barrell, and commission houses. 
Comstock and Geahart were 
early sellers. Armour sold old May oats, and 
J. Rosenbaum bought a few old May. Aside 
from this the trade in oats was light. Cudahy 
and Schultz were the leading provision sell- 
ers, with Logan-Bryan the best buyers. The 
crowd covered on the early strength in grain, 
but sold later. 


The situation in barley is growing stronger 
daily, according to the chief handlers of this 
cereal. Maltsters have smaller supplies than 

_usual and are buying the grain as fast as they 
sell tha malt. Not in the history of the trade 
has there been such a situation as at pres- 
ent. All of the offerings in all markets are 
eagerly taken up, and there is no accumu- 
lation of stocks to speak of. Dealers are 
talking much better prices, predicting high- 
er valyes than prevailed before the financial 
panic. Receipts of barley are light and coun- 
try holdings are the lightest in years, the 
heavy movement early in the season, espe- 
cially in the northwest, cleaning up the stocks 
much closer than usual. The quality of the 
barley as a general thing has been fairly 
good. 

The Northwestern Miller's weekly flour 
trade summary, received over Logan- 
Bryan’s private wire, read: ‘* The Minne- 

apolis flour output last week increased 59,-

$30 brie. The quantity turned out was 227,- 
550 bris, against 294,075 in 1907. About the 
same capacity was today in operation as @ 
week ago. However, the mills are running 
with a light feed. The week's output ought 
te approximate 240,000 bris. Usually the ex- 
perience of mills last week was that of light 
sales and slow shipping directions. How- 
ever, two companies reported larger sales 
than in the week before. Buyers are taking 
flour slowly and business at best is dull. 
Outside mills report trade quiet both as to 
new business and shipping directions on old 
orders; no business abroad,”’ 


A special inquiry made to the agricultural 
department relative to the weight per bu of 
oats develops the fact that the heavy weight 
of oats in the far northwest, and also in the 
eastern states, had much to do with raising 
the general average. The average weight in 
all of the leading producing states was light, 
but not as light as the receipts coming in here 
would seem to Indicate. Iowa oats averaged 
26 lbs per bu, Minnesota 28 Ibs, Lilinois 27. Ibs, 
Indiana 28 lbs, Wisconsin 28 lbs, Missouri 29 
lbs, Ohio 23 lbs, and Nebraska 28 Ibs.
